totals that are absolutely astound- 
ing. 
The figures can not be giver 


by even the treasury experts witl 
anything like exactness, but the} 
can be safely set down as approx- 
imating one hundred million dollars 
a year. 
The annual revenues of the 


government are, in round numbers, 
$600,000,000 and the expenditures 
8500,000,000. This moans the gov- 
ernment runs behind just so much 
as the Philippine war costs. 
The 


treasury deficit 
already 
reaches 


$100,000,000, though a brave effort 
was made to show at the close of 
the fiscal year on July 1st, that it 
was about $12,000,000 less. To make 
this showjng it was necessary to 
hold back the allowance of many 
claims, but since July 
1st the ex- 


penditures have been running above 
the receipts $2,000,000 a day. 
With 


the sending of more troops to Ma- 
nila, the expenditures will increase 
and those who predicted the annoy- 
ing and 
odious stamp tax would 


soon go, will lind themselves mis- 
taken.

Residents Will Get Poorer Service and 
Two Men Will lose Their Job but 


Clark's Salary Will Be Increased. 


A Washington dispatch says that 


"tLe free delivery service will be

Yorktown on September 1st, 
and

A COLORED MAN 


Of New Boston Gives Good Advice to 


Those of His Race. 


]S 
Tcw Boston, July 12, '99. 


Daily Times:—Seeing an article 


in an evening paper this week in 
which Rev. Allen Viney suggests 
a shoe factory for the employment 
of ^Negroes, as one of that race, I 
ask space in your paper for a few 
thoughts regarding the colored peo- 
ple. 


We are living in a progressive 


age, 
as we enter^the nineteenth cen- 


tury, with all the modern inven- 
tions. There is no reason why the 
colored race should continue to live 
in the dark. They should learn that 
in unity there is strength. 
When 


the colored people consent to stand 
shoulder to shoulder, advancing the 
moral and intellectual standard of 
the race, then will their prospects 
in the commercial channels brighten. 
In order that these advancements 
may be made, it is necessary that 
the colored people encourage each 
other. 
When a colored -man suc- 


ceeds in business, do not envy his 
prosperity, but rather be proud of 
him and his success. Throw aside 
envy and hatred. Race pride must 
be cultivated. 
The Irish, 
Jew, 


German and all other 
nationalites 


are recognized and respected only 
as they arc united and held together. 
It is essential the Negros should 
stand united, helping one another 


and babies—the products named in 
the order of their importance. 


Stevensvillc is one of the oldest

1857, 
that a horrible Indian mas- 


sacre occurred 'and seventeen people 
fell victims to the red devils, while 
the town went up in smoke.
